is to provide a kind of “locked 
m" area in which the new con­ 
crete can set properly . This is 
done by chipping away all old. 
loose 
concete 
and 
then under­ 
cutting 
the 
edges. 
Undercutting 
is done with a cold chisel and 
a hamm er. Chip the edges of the 
opening at an angle so that the 
space 
at the bottom

Monday , February 1, 19 6 0 
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Khrushchev Has His Problems Too 


"The spirit of Camp Dav id,” presumably 
shattered by collapse of negotiations for set­ 
tlement of Russia’s war debt to the United 
States, was Premier Khrushchev ’s phrase in 
the first place. 
But Americans wanted to believ e in it as 
much as he said he did. We wanted to think 
it was possible for the United States and the 
Sov iet Union to quit niggling at each other. 
We wanted to believ e that negotiation could 
replace arm-twisting in international differ- 
esces of opinion, just as President Eisenhower 
and Russia’s premier had agreed it should 
when they finished their talks last September. 
It should be recalled, howev er, that Mr. 
Khrushchev said in his summation of ev ents 
after the Camp Dav id talks that he was con­ 
v inced of President Eisenhower’s sincerity 
about wanting to get along amicably but 
that the meeting had been only a beginning. 
“ We could not clear out all the cold war 
rubble that has piled up during many y ears,” 
he told his country men when he returned to 
Moscow. He had said the same thing pre­ 
v iously in a National Press Club interv iew m 
Washington. 
-HE WAS AWARE of widespread and deep- 
seated enmity to him and his gov ernment in 
th£ United States. He had seen hostile banners 
and heard critical statements. When he v oic­ 
ed reserv ations about amity , he was v oicing 
tfie same reserv ations that Americans felt 
when they doubted that all Russians would be 
as candid and agreeable as Mr. Khrushchev 
seemed to be on his v isit. 
Premier Khrushchev , like President Eisen­ 
hower, is the ex ecutiv e head of a gov ern­ 
ment in which he holds power by consent. 


Ev en more than the President, he must de­ 
pend on his associates, who can depose him 
in a matter of hours by an adv erse v ote in 
the Council of Ministers. 
Inside Russia the struggle for political pow­ 
er is ruthless—not as bloody and fatal as it 
was under Stalin but ceaseless and fierce. 
Khrushchev can perform no 
miracles. 
He 
must play off one faction against another. 
Ev en if he wanted to end the cold war and 
maintain good relations, as he has ev ery 
good reason to want to do, he must deal inside 
the Kremlin with men whose chief goal is to 
discredit him. 


It is only an illusion that a dictatorship 
is free from the endless trimming and hedg­ 
ing that characterize the operation of a re­ 
public. 
The politicking is as 
tireless and 
deadly as it is ev ery where else in the halls 
of gov ernment. 
IF KHRUSHCHEV had the wit last fall to 
distinguish between the friendship and courte­ 
sy of his official host and the rancor and 
hatred of Americans who hav e no patience 
with negotiation, this may be the time for 
Americans to think twice before jumping to 
the conclusion that the "spirit of Camp Dav id” 
nev er was more than an empty phrase. 
Khrushchev wanted to believ e there was a 
new spirit. Our own President wanted to be­ 
liev e it. But there may hav e been Russians 
who hated the thought, just as there cer­ 
tainly were Americans who hated it. And it 
must not be forgotten that Mr. Khrushchev 
must run for office ev ery minute of ev ery 
day of his life—not just once in four y ears. 
The spirit of the Kremlin mov es him more 
directly than the spirit of Camp Dav id. 


B70, Code Number for Debate 


There apparently is going to be another of 


those flesh-creeping defense squabbles ov er 


an airplane designated B70. The chief of staff 


of the Air Force has promised he will fight 
DM 
a cutback in the project to dev elop it as a 


U.S. superbomber. Congressmen are mutter­ 
ing about the cutback, and President Eisen­ 
hower, who fav ors the cutback, has said in 
a press conference he does not intend to 
cLange his mind. 
tHere we go again, tax pay ers. 
*Here is a re-run of the squabble about the 
battleship v s. the airplane, the horse v s. the 
tank, the short bow v s. the long bow and 
ftmpowder v s. dy namite. 
Strong men with strong opinions are going 
to the mat ov er an issue of opinion. No one 
knows. Ev ery body ’s guessing, and tax pay ers 
only can hope the right side wins. But in order 
td follow the issue, certain elements must be 
understood. 
First, it must be understood that important 
Weapons nev er are abandoned. They are only 
sublimated to other 
newer 
weapons. 
The 
United States still possesses battleships and 
cav alry horses, though it does not use them. 
In this instance, the airplane known as the 
B7 0 would not be abandoned. It merely would 
n o t be dev eloped as an operational weapon, 


pending further knowledge of what might 
be needed. 
The B7 0 already has cost a half billion dol­ 
lars for dev elopment. This inv estment is ex ­ 
pected to produce 
two 
prototy pes, 
which 
would make it possible to turn out production 
models on short notice, if the prototy pes 
prov e satisfactory . 
Second, it must be understood that differ­ 
ences of opinion about weapons are part of 
the life blood of public controv ersy in the 
United States. No other nation can afford 
such latitude of debate about a v ital subject. 
Perhaps this country can’t afford it either. 
In this country politicians who may not know 
beans about the 
subject discuss 
military 
strategy as if they were members of the 
J oint Chiefs of Staff. 
Ev en the American public takes sides and 
finds itself shouting pros and cons. It is 
silly , but certainly no sillier than it is for a 
handful of military brass to make up their 
minds to stake ev ery thing on Maginot Lines, 
Stukkas and Zeros—to name three classical 
bloopers of military thinking in recent y ears. 
The United States has the benefit at least 
of not becomming so ov ercommitted to any 
one weapon that it has no choice but to start 
a war to recov er its military inv estment be­ 
fore the weapon becomes obsolete. 


Protecting Papa's Place 


Undersecretary of State C. Douglas Dillon’s 


current mission in Europe is something akin 
to a father’s efforts to keep his children from 
shov ing him out of the household after they 
hav e grown up the way he wanted them to. 
He is representing the United States at a 
series of talks on trade inv olv ing those Eu­ 
ropean nations engaged in setting up economic 
blocs — the six countries in the Common Eu­ 
ropean Market and the sev en countries in the 
British-inspired European Free Trade assn., 
which was dev ised partly as a defense mech­ 
anism against the integration of the CEM. 


WHILE THE United States has been cool to 
the British association, it has long encourag­ 
ed the kind of action taken by the CEM. It 
has deplored the petty riv alries and jealousies 
oi many European nations, especially smaller 
ofl£ s, which hav e similar economic, financial 
ami social interests. As a part of its policy , 
political as well as economic integration has 
been urged, and that seems to be the direction 
in which the Common Market group is head­ 
ing. 


But the problem of the moment is that the

two trade blocs might set up discriminatory 
tariff walls against the United States, which 
this country would deem a poor reward for 
6 o many y ears of moral and material support 
for the interests of the Western European 
countries. 
So Mr. Dillon’s role is to try to prev ent any 
such action, at least on a long-term basis. 
Some immediate discrimination against U.S. 
trade may be inev itable when the blocs first 
go into operation, but it will hav e disastrous 
effects if it is allowed to continue as a matter 
of deliberate policy . 
The undersecretary is ex pected to use two 
approaches toward gaining his goal. 
One will be to emphasize the role the Unit­ 
ed States long has play ed in encouraging free 
trade among the nations of the world, includ­ 
ing some definitiv e action of its own along this 
line ov er the y ears. 


ANOTHER WILL BE to encourage the Eu­ 
ropean nations to accept a bigger share of the 
support of undev eloped countries. 
Most, if not all, of the European countries 
inv olv ed in the talks hav e been able to rebuild 
their postwar economies because of the gen­ 
erous aid prov ided by this country . Now it is 
time they accepted part of the responsibility 
for looking after the y ounger and poorer mem­ 
bers of the family of nations. 
If he can put both those ideas across, it will 
not only strengthen the Western Alliance but 
should also prov e ov er the long run that the 
United States policy of free trade throughout 
the world is the healthiest for all.

THIS TALK had been set after 
the Commerce Department — at 
White House instructions—attempt­ 
ed to find industrialists who could 
speak for American business. 
They approached, for ex ample, 
Ralph Cordiner, head of the great 
General Electric Co. Cordiner ad­ 
v ised he could not speak for Amer­ 
ica's businessmen. He was asked 
for suggestions.

Wednesday night. For this d ev ice- 
making it a priv ate dinner with 
the President of the United States 
as the featured speaker—helped 
the sale of tickets. 
More than fiv e million dollars 
was raised after ex penses, which 
were large. The telev ision facili­ 
ties alone cost $3 0,000. 
If it had been on a public hook­ 
up, many who attended would not 
hav e bought tickets and most peo­ 
ple would hav e sat at home and 
looked at the proceedings. So the 
Republican were wise in their plan. 
Besides, they furnished good food 
and entertainment and those who 
paid $100 a plate for themselv es 
and $10 for guests got to a con­ 
siderable 
ex tent 
their 
money 's 
worth. There were more than 7.000 
persons at each dinner in Los 
Angeles and Chicago. 
Being able to switch the speak­ 
ers on the screen instantly from 
Boston to Los Angeles or from 
Pittsburgh to Miami or from Chi­ 
cago to Denv er made the ev ent a 
mechanical miracle. 


EVERYBODY—ex cept for those 
at a few dinners not on the tele­ 
v ision hook-up—could see and hear 
the 
President 
speak 
from 
Los 
Angeles and ev ery body also par­ 
ticipated at the end in the sing­ 
ing of "God Bless America,” led 
by Mr. Eisenhower. 
It must be conceded that the 
Republicans, after their long y ears 
of absence from positions of pow­ 
er, hav e at last learned how to 
run big dinners and how to stimu­ 
late party workers. 
Careful attention was giv en to 
the women workers. 
Irene Dunne, the famous actress, 
made an impressiv e speech from 
Los Angeles. Cabinet members and 
other prominent Republicans were 
speakers 
at 
dinners 
in 
cities 
across the country . 
Vice President Nix on was at Chi­ 
cago. Henry Cabot Lodge spoke 
from 
Pittsburgh. 
Sen. 
Thruston 
Morton, chairman of the Repub­ 
lican National Committee, acted at 
the New York dinner as toastmas­ 
ter for the whole coast - to • coast 
hook - up. 
Gov . Rockefeller spoke at the 
Washington dinner, which was an 
ov erflow affair on two floors of 
the Sheraton-Park Hotel. Secretary 
of State Herter was in the audi­ 
ence—the only cabinet member not 
making a speech during the ev e­ 
ning. 


MR. ROCKEFELLER made an 


impresiv e speech at the Washing­ 
ton dinner. His charm was the 
subject of fav orable comment by 
many who had nev er seen him 
before, 
e 
certainly 
gav e 
full 
praise to the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration—something he hasn’t done 
at such length before. 
Some Dress dispatches point out 
that 
he 
didn't 
mention 
Nix on. 
Neither did Mr. Eisenhower. In 
tact, no i9 6 0 candidates were men­ 
tioned in any of the speeches tele­ 
v ised across the country . 
The whole thing was billed as 
"Din n er with Ike,” and the oc­ 
casion was used to emphasize what 
a good administration the Repub- 
l cans hav e been giv ing the coun­ 
try and what a fine President Mr. 
Eisenhower has made. 
The inference, of course, politic- 
a ly speaking, was that the people 
should be urged to continue the 
Republican party in power. 
Each dinner had its own speak­ 
ers and entertainment, so the ban­ 
quet in ev ery city was a full- 
fledged affair. The telev ision start­ 
ed at 10 o’clock, Eastern Time, 
ar.d lasted an hour. Very wisely , 
tne managers didn’t prov ide just 
a speech-making ev ent. They had 
singers and brief speeches from 
different cities rather than any 
ior.g-winded harangues. 
It should be noted that, as po­ 
litical dinners go, this was a con­ 
trast to the Democratic party ban­ 
quets in v arious cities held a week 
ago. 
The Republicans made no sner- 
ing remarks about any of the Dem­ 
ocratic candidates. Their criticisms 
were in general and impersonal 
terms—a v ery good ex ample to set 
to their riv als for this election 
y ear. 


ONE 
THOUGHT 
crossed 
the 
mind of this writer as he surv ey ed 
the scene from the press table— 
if $5,000.000 or $6 .000.000 can be 
netted out of a coast-to-coast din­ 
ner, that's a simply way to raise 
a lot of campaign funds. 
The Republicans now are talk- 
iing of Lincoln Day dinners, too. 
May be it’s a means by 
which 
enough money could be raised to 
make it unnecessary for either par­ 
ty to accept contributions from 
big business or from big unions. 
The federal laws forbid contribu­ 
tions by corporations and unions 
but the indiv iduals in companies 
contribute 
large sums 
and 
the 
unions hav e Political Action Com» 
mittes that go around pressuring 
union members to make so-called 
"v oluntary ” contributions. 
Iiow much better it would be if 
campaign funds could be raised in 
small sums, not only to elect a 
president and v ice president but to 
elect senators and representativ es 
so it could no longer be implied 
that a congressional majority can 
be bought. 
After witnessing the Republicqp 
dinner, it must be said that Re­ 
publican party workers hav e an 
abundance of enthusiasm as well 
as confidence.

U.S. PUBLIC HEALTH authorit­ 
ies have urged the shots for all 
persons in essential job s. That 
doesn’t mean that other people 
don’t need them; it’s just a way 
of saying that if your job is es­ 
sential, you owe it to the commun­ 
ity, not just yourself, to get im­ 
munized swiftly. 
Many prudent employers have 
taken the precaution to have their 
whole staffs immunized at com­ 
pany ex pense. They figure the cost 
of the shots will b e less than the 
prob ab le loss due to ab senteeism 
and overtime if an epidemic of flu 
really hits. 
I wish everyb ody could gtet free 
shots of influenza vaccine, b ut for 
those w'ho can’t, it’s still a b ar- 


each more severe than the pre­ 
vious. It spread like wildfire thr­ 
ough army b arracks, for America 
was mob ilizing its youth for war. 


THOUSANDS OF young men in 
and out of uniform died. The mor­ 
tality among pregnant women was 
so high that physicians feared for 
ihe life of every ex pectant moth­ 
er. There was no specific drug or 
serum at the time. Hospitals were 
closed to all b ut emergency cases. 
Doctors and nurses worked until 
they dropped of ex haustion or from 
disease.

It was estimated that 20 million 
persons died of the flu in the 
civilized world. 
Since 1918-19 we’ve learned a lot, 
b ut there are still many unanswer­ 
ed questions. 
The present vaccine is the b est 
arswer to date — b ut it is no an­ 
swer at all until you have it gently 
inserted b y your doctor. Please, 
ask for it — now’.
